Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray disc contains the original (1978) version of the rape/revenge exploitation feature I 
Spit On Your Grave. It contains extensive and realistic scenes of brutality and rape. These are 
followed by the heroine's bloody revenge, which includes grotesquely unbelievable scenes where 
she uses seduction to lure her attackers into her traps. The feature is presented solely for 
entertainment and has value only as a part of cinematic history. However, this original version 
does not encourage prurient voyeurism or identification with the boorish perpetrators. Nor does 
it convey dubious messages about sexual violence: the men's perceptions about rape are clearly 
exposed as sexist and self-serving arguments. In spite of numerous images of nakedness, male 
and female, nudity is not sexualised The rapes are not erotic: they are brutal, ugly and harrowing. 

The right to freedom of expression has been weighed against the likelihood of injury to the 
public good if the publication is available. The 2010 remake of the feature was banned by the 
Classification Office because of its treatment of sexual violence and other acts of extreme 
violence and cruelty. However, the original version, uncut, was released to adult viewers by the 
Chief Censor of Films in 1984. This version has been marketed on DVD for several years. The 
Classification Office has had no complaints about the publication from members of the public in 
this time and there is no evidence of harm arising from its availability to adults. In light of these 
considerations, a ban at this stage on the original version would be unreasonable. However, its 
content is intended for adults and is clearly likely to shock and disturb children and young people. 
A restriction to adult viewers is reasonable, demonstrably justified and the minimum required to 
avoid injury to the public good.
